Regarding claims 1 and 28, applicant argues that Bournas does not teach "ranked categories of context information associated with a 
teleivsion program being viewed by the viewer" (applicant's remarks, page 7 last paragraph through page 1 1 first paragraph). Applicant's 
arguments focus on the nature of the specific manner by which data is lableled and categorized in the examples provided by Bournas, 
namely, Bournas uses numerically based data structures for searching, such as IP addresses. However, it is clear to one of ordinary skill 
in the art that Bournas is also more broadly teaching the advantage of a tree based searching structure and method, see col. 5, lines 1-5 
and col. 7, lines 29-37. Bournas is evidence that hierarchial searching methods are well known and allow for the quick location of 
desired objects. For example, to a person of ordinary skill in the art, modification of Yen in view of Bournas is suggested in Yen, col. 9, 
lines 45-48, which shows the preferences of users are divided according to type, and in the example given, refer to particular sports 
teams. One of ordinary skill in the art, when presented with the Yen and Bournas references, would recognize that user preferences are 
arrangeable into a tree structure, such as having a sports category, and arranging each team as a subcategory under the sports category 
in a tree-leaf structure. Applying a tee search algorithm, as taught by Bournas, see col. 7, lines 29-37, would improve the efficiency of 
the system disclosed by Yen. 
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
